Gentlemen: 


Should you care to place in your collection a paper«weight of 
some historical interest, which was designed by the Baltimore 
sculptor, Hans Schuler, I shall be pleased to donate a specimen. 
The paper-weight commemorates the arrival in Baltimore of the 
commercial submarine "Deutschland", July 9, 1916. 


It is in the form of an iron cross and was cast with the scrap 
iron brought over on the Deutschland's first voyage. In the 
center of each side is a bronze medal showing on the face a 
portrait bust of Captain Konig, surrounded by the inscription, 
"U-Deutschland, Paul Konig, Captain,” and the medal on the re- 
verse side shows the Ue Deutschland surrounded by a band bearing 
the inscription: 


"Zur erinnerung an die ankunft des ersten handels 
U-Bootes in Baltimore 9. Juli, 1916." 


"In commemoration of the arrival of the first come 
mercial submarine in Baltimore July 9, 1916." 


As the Submarine "Deutschland" had a dead-weight carrying ca- 
pacity of approximately 820 Tons, and as the cargo of dye stuffs 


which she brought from Germany to Baltimore was considerably less 
than this, about 300 Tons of iron ballast (more or less - I don't 


remember the exact figure) was loaded aboard the vessel in order 
to give her the necessary displacement. 


On her arrival in Baltimore, this was stored at Locust Point and 
when, in the fall of the year, a bazaar was held in Baltimore for

the benefit of German orphans, my father, Mr. Henry G. Hilken, sone 


ceived the idea of using the ballast for paper=weights which were 


sold at a dollar apiece. 
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Should you wish any further particulars regarding the facts of this 
and the following voyage of the "Deutschland" regarding cargoes car- 
ried both westward and eastward, I shall be pleased to give them to 
you. At the time I was American representative of the Germen Ocean 
Navigation Company, owners of the Submarine, and Vice-President and 
General Manager of the Hastern Forwarding Company, to whom the 
"Deutschland" was consigned. of
